Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  1950  on  the  state  of  public  health  and  the  sanitany  circum¬ 
stances  of  Seafordo 

Seaford  is  a  seaside  resort  which  enjoys  a  high  reputation 
on  account  of  its  favourable  climatic  conditions,  includmag  a  largo 
share  of  sunshine .  For  the  whole  year  Seaford  enjoyed  a  total  of 
lj755»5  hours  of  sunshine,  or  286  hours  more  than  the  average  taken 
at  Kow  since  observations  began  and  20.5  hours  laore  than  the  average 
of  ten  consecutive  years'  recordings  taken  in  Seaford  itself . 

March  is  usually  a  dull,  bleak,  month  in  most  parts  of  the 
country,  but  in  that  month  in  1950  Seaford  had  a  daily  mean  average 
of  5»01  hours  of  bright  sunshine,  the  highest  recorded  out  of  eight 
Sussex  seaside  resorts. 

From  March  to  October  the  average  total  monthly  hours  of  sun¬ 
shine  in  Seaford  was  186 .8,  ranging  from  119.3  hours  in  October  to 
249  hours  in  Juno. 

Whilst  in  some  parts  of  Kent  snow  fell  on  fourteen  days  and 
lay  for  twelve  days  in  December,  light  falls  of  snow  occurred  in 
Seaford  on  eight  days  with  snow  lying  for  one  day  only. 

Generally  throughout  the  country  the  February  of  1950  was  the 
wettest  on  record  going  back  to  1869 ?  apart  from  the  record  wot 
February  of  1923.  Aiaong  the  heavier  falls  of  rain  in  24  hours 
during  February,  1950 9  were  those  ranging  from  2.18  inches  in 
Somerset  to  3»93  Inches  in  Invernes shire,  whilst  the  heaviest 
24  hours  fall  in  Seaford  was  0.74  inches,  which  occurred  on  the 
2nd  of  the  month  and  was  amongst  the  lowest  recorded  falls  in 
Sussex  on  the  same  date,  when  heavy  showers  were  prevalent.  The 
total  rainfall  for  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  in  Seaford  was 
17.93  inches  and  for  the  last  three  months  it  was  9.80  inches 

The  average  mean  temperature  at  Seaford  in  1950  was  50.7°H  with 
a  mean  temperature  of  62,7°F  in  August  and  of  35.9°F  in  December. 

The  highest  maximum  temperature  of  820F  was  registered  in  June  and 
the  lowest,  52^F,  was  registered  in  December. 

The  above  facts  reveal  that  in  the  generally  remembered  dull 
year  of  1950 9  with  its  lack  of  sunshine  and  frequent  rain,  Seaford 
stood  out  and  more  than  kept  its  reputation.  Tho  tovm  had  a  good 
quota  of  sunshine  and.,  indeed,  exceeded  not  only  its  own  average 
but  was  far  in  excess  of  the  average  taken  at  Kew  since  recordings 
were  made.  Most  other  parts  of  the  country  had.  an  exceptionally 
heavy  rainfall  for  tho  year  but  in  Seaford  the  rainfall  was  only 
17.93  inches  for  tho  first  nine  months  out  of  a  total  of  27.73 
inches  in  tho  whole  year. 

Tho  estimated  population  for  mid-1950  was  given  by  tho 
Registrar-General  as  10,430.  This  population,  the  highest  ever 
recorded  in  Seaford,  is  3,505  excess  of  the  1931  census  popula¬ 
tion,  which  was  6,925.  A  certain  number  of  new  houses  have  boon 
built  in  the  aroa/sinco  1931,  but  tho  number  has  fallen  far ^ short 
of  that  required.  Many  houses  have  two  or  three  families  living 
in  them  whereas  formerly  there  'v/as  only  one.  Out  of  315  applica¬ 
tions  for  houses  in  1950  in  Seaford,  approximately  14  per  cent  wore 
from  young  married  couples  without  children.  Lack  of  proper  housing 
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acconmodation  is  a  strong  detorrant  against  roaring  a  fanily  and 
thus  the  trend  of  tho  birth  rate  exceeding  the  death  ratej  which 
was  noted  in  1949  and  1950 5  can  be  expected  to  continue »  How 
long  tho  alnost  conplote  fettering  of  house  building,  v/ith  its 
consequent  unsatisfactory  results,  will  continue,  remains  to  bo 
seeno  At  the  present  rate  of  building  it  would  take  ten  years 
of  more  to  supply  applicants  on  tho  housing  list  with  houses. 

Tho  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  9 *01  per  1,000  popula- 
tion  and  is  approximately  one- third  of  tho  birth  rate  of  27«>60 
for  1944 o  Since  the  latter  year  the  annual  birth  rates  have 
fallen  successively,  becoming  lower  and  lower.  These  birth  rates 
represent  tho  most  crude  measure  of  the  reproductive  capacity  of 
a  population  as  not  all  living  persons  are  exposed  to  the  risk  of 
childbirth.  Only  females  between  certain  ages,  say  roughly 
between  fourteen  and  fifty  as  outside  limits,  are  liable  to  this 
occurrence.  Further,  under  existing  law  and  public  sentiment,  in 
the  main  the  giving  of  birth  is  confined  to  married  women.  So 
then,  to  arrive  at  anything  like  a  true  general  measure  of  tho 
force  of  natality  it  would  be  essential  to  differentiate  between 
legitimate  and  illegitimate  births  and  between  living  and  still 
births.  It  would  also  be  necessary  to  use  as  tho  denominator  of 
the  rate  fraction  for  legitimates  the  number  of  married  women  in 
the  population.  For  the  illegitimate  rate  the  denom.inator  must 
be  the  number  of  unmarried  women  liable  to  child  birth. 

As  to  the  reliability  and  significance  of  crude  birth  rates, 
as  coniuonly  calculated  with  the  total  population  for  denominator, 
much  the  same  considerations  apply  as  are  mentioned  in  tho 
following  paragraphs  on  crude  death  rates.  So  long  as  the 
population  of  any  given  place  is  changing  only  slowly  in  its 
composition,  its  crude  birth  rates  are  fairly  comparable  inter 
se  at  different  times,  as,  for  example,  in  successive  years. 

Those  rates  should  be  used,  with  reserve,  for  comparison  of 
different  places,  because  differences  in  the  age  and  sex 
constitution  of  populations  compared  quite  regardless  of  their 
true  forces  of  natality  may  have  most  profound  effects  on  tho 
results , 

To  offset  the  differences  in  age  and  sox  constitution  of  tho 
population  an  area  comparability  factor  is  applied  to  tho  crude 
birth  rate  and  in  tho  case  of  Seaforcl  yieldis  0.  comparable  birth 
rate  of  11.53  por  1,000  population,  which  is  less  than  tho  birth 

rate  of  England  and  V/alos,  which  was  15»8  "the  same  year, 

Tho  death  rate  for  Soa,ford  for  1950  is  12,18  per  1,000 
population.  This  is  a  crude  rate.  Hothing  could  bo  loss  refined 
than  a  crude  death  rate.  The  deaths  are  not  separated  as  to  cause 

and  tho  entire  population  is  assumed  to  be  at  the  risk  of  death, 

Tho  annual  crude  death  rate  measures  the  probability  of  a  person, 
regardless  of  age,  sex,  or  occupation,  dying  within  a,  year,  from 
any  cause  whatsoever,  in  a  population  constituted,  in  respect  oi 
its  age,  sex  and  occupational  distribution  as  the  population  under 
discussion  happens  to  be.  A  crude  death  rate,  in  other  words,  is 
as  accurate  and  precise  as  can  be  rationally  expected,  but  because 
of  its  heterogenous 5  composite  and  unanalysed,  character  it  is  not 
particularly  v/orth  measuring  accurately.  So  many  variables  besides 
those  essentially  lethal  can  and  do  influence  the ^ stated  values  of 
crude  death  rates  that  only  the  rational  concept  is  necessary  to 
hold.  These  crude  death  rates  are  used  with  a  fair  degree  of 
safety  for  comparing  the  relative  mortality  of  the  same  place  at 
different  times . 

In  comparing  the  relative  mortality  in  different  places  an 
area  comparability  factor  is  applied  to  tho  crude  death  rate.  In 
the  case  of  Seaford  tho  resultant  coiaparable  death  rate  obtained ^ 
for  1950  is  9.74  per  1,000  population  and  this  can  bo  compared  with 
the  death  rate  of  11*60  for  England  and  V/ales  for  the  sai.ie  year. 
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The  ^Causes  of  Death’  Table  for  the  year  1950  for  Seaforcl 
is  headed  as  in  former  years  by  heart  disease 5  of  which  there 
wore  40  deaths ,  or  31 « 5^  of  the  total  deaths =  Next  follows  cancer 
and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  17  deaths  apiece 
and  each  representing  13»4^  of  the  total  deaths o  Five  deaths 
occurred  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  5  but  one  was  that  of  a  person 
who  had  been  rcsidont  outside  the  towa  and  came  to  Soaford  to 
enter  a  nursing  homoo  The  other  four  deaths  were  of  Seaford 
residents  and  gave  a  pulmonary  tuberculosis  death  rate  of  0.39 
per  I9OOO  population5  which  is  not  high.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  notifiable  infectious  dlseacscs  and  none  of  women  in,  or  in 
consequence  of,  childbirth.  The  highest  ago  at  death  was  95  years, 
the  lowest  two  weeks,  and  the  average  age  at  death  was  71  years, 
which  is  above  the  average  expectation  of  life  from  birth  at  the 
present  time. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  housing  list  contained  315  appli¬ 
cations  .  As  mentioned  before  in  this  preface  it  would  take  ton 
years  or  more  at  the  present  rate  of  building  to  overhaul  the  list. 

No  less  than  414  interviews,  649  letters  and  129  inspections  were 
given,  written  or  made  in  1950 5  by  the  sanitary  inspector  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  concerning  rehousing.  The  Council  wore 
allowed  to  build  but  few  houses  during  the  year  considering  the 
need,  and  there  was  little  private  building.  There  has  been  in 
Seaford,  as  elsewhere,  a  restrictive  brake  on  building  and  this 
has  not  been  the  Council’s  fault.  Wo  have  been  living  in  an  age 
of  verbiage  and  if  all  the  v/ords  spilled  about  housing  on  paper, 
at  conferences  and  elsewhere  had  been  bricks  and  housing  accessories 
we  would  have  had  all  the  houses  we  wanted,  as  someone  said,  "up  in 
no  time".  Slogans,  promises,  oratory,  circulars,  forms  and  manuals 
have  failed  to  dispel  the  common- sense  view  of  the  general  public 
that  the  means  to  purchase  sufficient  houses  are  simply  non-existent. 


A  large  proportion  of  milk  consumed  in  Seaford  is  treated  by 
heat.  It  is  at  present  the  consensus  of  the  hiahest  medical  opinion 
that  such  treatment,  if  efficiently  carried  out,  provides  a  desirable 
and  necessary  safeguard  without  materially  affecting  the  food  value 
of  the  product.  In  short  heat  treatment  of  milk  is  essential  to 
render  the  milk  safe.  The  consumption  of  heat  treated  milk  was 
increased  during  the  year  in  Seaford. 
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Ice-cream  is  now  a  common  article  of  diet  and  its  bactoriolOt^ 
control  is  as  important  as  that  of  milk  in  view  of  the  increasing 
quantity  consumed  each  year,  together  with  the  ease  with  which  the 
product  may  be  contaminated.  During  the  year  27  samples  of  ice¬ 
cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Hightoen  wore 
satisfactory,  eight  being  in  Grade  I  (very  goo"'")  and  ten  in  Grade 

III  (doubtful) and  six  wore  classified

and,  selling  of  ice-cream  imas  carried  out  and  many  of  th 
results  obtained,  evidenced  by  the  hir-h  bacteriological 
the  samples  taken,  were  duo  to  his 
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efforts  in  advising  an'"  teaching. 


Samples  of  shellfish  taken  from  the  foreshore  durina  the  year 
showed  contamination  with  faecal  organisms.  The ^ practice  of 
discharging  practically  raw  sewage  into  the  sea  is  not  only 
reprehensible  but  it  is  dangerous.  Recent  cases  of  enteric  fever 
in  nearby  areas  had  almost  without  '".oubt  been  infected  by  consuminf' 
shellfish  contaminated  with  faecal  organisms.  From  the  aesthetic 
point  of  view,  bathing  amongst  faeces  Is  not  very  inviting  and  a 
faeces- shrevrn  beach  is  even  v/orse.  ./ILl  seaside  torms  shoul'"  take 
pains  to  have  their  sewage  properly  treated  before  the  effluent  is 
discharged  into  the  sea. 


Inspection  of  food  premises  in  the  town  revealed  that  on  the 
whole  they  were  kept  in  a  clean  condition.  This  is  the  usual 
report  and  confirms  the  high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  which  the 
'  Seaford  food  shops  arc  kept. 


The  very  successful  caravan  site  on  flawth  Hill  uas  inspected 
frequently  during  the  yearo  This  canp  was  found  to  he  always 
clean  and  kept  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition »  A  good  deal  of 
credit  oust  ho  given  to  the  resident  lessee  for  the  well-orderedi 
and  carefully  convductod  canp  which  has  deserved  its  good,  success » 

Concerning  notifiable  infectious  disease  during  the  year^  the 
incidence  was  light c  There  was  a  total  of  74  cases  inclu  ling 
thirty- three  cases  of  neasles,  twenty  of  whooping  cough  and  two 
of  acute  polionyelitis .  One  of  the  latter  was  a  boy  of  13  years 
who  made  a  conpleto  recovery  and  the  other  v/as  that  of  a  nan  aged 
25  years  who  has  still  some  residual  parad.ysis  but  is  caking  a 
slow  recovery.  There  were  no  cases  of  diphthoria  and  only  four 
cases  of  scarlet  fever. 


Eleven  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in 
Seaford  in  1950  which  gives  an  incidence  of  1.05  per  I9OOO  popula¬ 
tion  which,  although  not  high,  is  slightly  above  the  estimated 
incidence  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  0.988. 


To  summarize,  the  main  features  of  the  report  are,  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Urban  District  has  increased  by  35505?  or  50.6  per  cent, 
since  the  1931  census,  the  comparable  birth  rate  exceeds  the 
comparable  death  rate,  the  maternal  mortality  rate  was  nil  and  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  in  the  area  was  only  slightly  higher  than 
that  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  tuberculosis  leath  rate  in 
the  Urban  District  X'/as  slightly  higher  than  that  for  the  country 


as  a  whole  but  this  is  to  be  expecte^"  in  view  of  the  number  of 
invalids,  inclu""ing  sufferers  from  tuberculosis,  who  move  into  the 
district  because  of  its  healthy  climate.  The  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  was  extremely  light  and  of  the  total  of  74  cases, 
53  were  cases  of  measles  or  whooping  cough.  Of  the  two  cases  of 
poliomyelitis,  one  has  already  made  a  complete  recovery  while  the 
other  has  still  some  residual  paralysis.  Ho  case  of  diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  area  during  the  year  under  review.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  infectious  diseases  and  the  fact  that  there  have  been 
very  few  deaths  from  infectious  disease  in  the  Urban  District  during 
recent  5^ears  has  been  mainly  due  to  more  effective  control  and  treat¬ 
ment  and  ma5^  be  narkedi  as  an  advance  in  preventive  medicine.  Housing, 
as  for  some  years  past,  has  been  one  of  the  biggest  and  most  intract¬ 
able  problems,  and  there  appears  little  likelihood  of  any  improvement 
in  this  direction  until  a  general  relaxation  of  controls  takes  place. 


In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  encouragement  and 
support  during  the  year.  I  am  grateful  for  the  courtesy  and  help  I 
received  from  other  officials  of  the  Council.  My  thanks  are  also^ 
due  to  the  general  practitioners  of  the  area  for  their  collaboration 
with  the  Public  Health  Department  an^^i  to  the  Public  Health  staff  for 
their  willing  and  loyal  co-operation.

children 0  Owing  to  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  Government  on 
,|  tho  erection  of  nev/  houses  it  is  impossible  to  find  satisfactory 
accommodation  for  more  than  a  small  proportion  of  the  total  number 
I  of  applicants,  ]Tvery  effort  is  made  to  allocate  to  the  best  advant 
age  any  housing  accommodation  which  becomes  available  but  in  luany 
j  cases  preference  has  to  bo  given  to  applicants  on  medical  grounds. 
Thus  a  considerable  number  of  young  couples  arc  compelled  to  live 
.  in  conditions  so  unsatisfactory  that  they  are  literally  force''"  into 
I  a  decision  to  have  few9  if  any 9  children. 


In  addition  to  the  downward  trend  in  the  number  of  births 
caused  by  the  lack  of  housing  accoimodation  it  is  probable  that  the 
extremely  uncertain  political  outlook  is  also  having  an  effect. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  the  grave  international  situation  is 
causing  tho  more  thouglrtful  and  provident  among  the  young  couples 
to  hesitate  to  adopt  the  responsibilities  of  a  family.  Indeed  it 
is  more  than  probable  tnat  present  day  conditions  are  not  only 
influencing  the  number  of  births  but  are  also  exercisinr  an  offoct

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  during  tine  nerloc'  uneven  rcvicv/

During  the  six-year  period  782  births  took  place  and  the  fact  that 
only  two  maternal  deaths  occurred  clearly  indicates  the  great 
advances  made  by  the  medical  profession  in  reducing  tho  perils  of 
childbirth.  It  is  probable  that  the  success  of  the  medical  profess 
ion  in  drastically  reducing  the  maternal  mortalitj^  rate  is  one  of 
its  most  far-reaching  achievomients ,  In  the  past9  a  very  considier-- 
able  number  of  children  annually  wore  deprived  of  a  mothers'  care

Heart  Disease  and  Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System 

Year  after  year  heart  disease  heads  the  list  of  the  causes 
of  death  or^  on  comparatively  rare  occasions 5  falls  to  second 
place..  This 5  surprisingly,  is  more  an  indication  of  the  progress 
of  science  and  the  medical  profession  in  their  efforts  to  combat 
other  diseases  than  a  sign  of  v/eakness  in  the  field  of  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  systenn  In  effect,  as  deaths  from 
diseases  formerly  fatal  becomo  Increasingly  rare,  the  human  body 
simply  v/ears  out  and  the  heart  ultimately  tires  of  its’  30b  of 
pumping  blood  through  the  body  year  after  year  and  without  resto 

Although  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  country  the 
proportion  v/hich  is  due  to  heart  disease  of  the  typo  mentioned 
above  is  increasing,  considerable  progress  has  boon  made  in  the 
cure  or  avoidance  of  heart  disease  of  another  type,  namely, 
rheumatic  heart,  disease =  This  is  one  of  the  possible  after 
effects  of  rheumatic  fever  and  in  the  past  many  deaths  have 
occurred  each  year  of  people  suffering  from  rheumatic  heart 
disease 0  For  some  years  past  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause 
has  steadily  decreased,  partly  owing  to  the  improved  methods  of 
treatment  of  rheumatic  fever,  which  have  enabled  the  complication 
of  rheumatic  heart  disease  to  be  avoided  and  partly  owing  to 
advances  in  the  treatment  of  the  heart  disease  if  it  does,  in 
fact,  develop o  Thus,  although  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  propor¬ 
tion  dying  from  heart  disease  of  all  kinds  is  being  reduced  - 
indeed,  it  is  unlikely  that  any  such  overall  reduction  can  be 
effected  -*  nevertheless  the  number  of  death,;  due  to  one  of  the 
most  unpleasant  and  disabling  forms  of  heart  disease  has  been 
considerably  lessened 0 

Cancer 

A  similar  comnent  may  be  made  in  respect  of  cancer  as  has 
already  been  made  in  relation  to  heart  diseases,  namely,  that  as 
cures  are  discovered  for  an  ever-increasing  number  of  diseases 
that  in  the  past  have  almost  invariably  proved  fatal,  so  the 
number  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  increases  0  There  is,  hovrever, 
an  important  difference o  Heart  disease,  in  some  forms,  nay  bo 
said  to  be  little  more  than  the  wearing  out  of  an  organ  that 
has  already  clone  yeoman  service.  As  such,  while  its  onset  may 
be  delayed,  it  is  unlikely  that  it  adll  ever  bo  removed  as  ain 
ultimate  cause  of  death.  Cancer,  however,  falls  into  a  different 
category,  and  the  reason  that  it  is  one  of  the  major  causes  of 
death  is  simply  due  to  the  fact  that,  so  far,  no  cure  for  the 
disease  has  been  discovered.  Improvements  in  the  methods  of 
treatment  are,  however,  already  proving  fruitful  and  there  is  some 
reason  to  hope  that  in  years  to  cone  cancer  nay  cease  to  bo  one 
of  the  major  causes  of  death.

Public  Health  Facilities  of  the  Local  Authority 

During  tho.  period  under  review  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Seaford  also  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
Borough  of  Lewes 5  the  Urban  District  of  Newhavon  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Chaileye 

Nornally  one  Sanitary  Inspector  carries  out  duties  in  the 
Urban  District  of  Seaford o 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  temporarily^  established  at  the 
Stephen  Ralli  Memorial  Laboratory,  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital, 
Brighton,  has  rendered  valuable  service  during  the  year. 

The  Laboratory  has  carried  out  for  the  urban  district,  free 
of  charge,  tho  examination  of  Sputum  and  throat  swabs »  Bacterio¬ 
logical  reports  have  also  boon  submitted  on  samples  of  shellfish, 
milk  and  ice- cream »  This  service  is  of  great  assistance  to 
medical  practitioners  and  often  enables  them  to  make  a  correct 
diagnosis  considerably  sooner  than  would  otherwise  be  possible. 

Often,  too,  it  confirms  or  disproves  a  tentative  diagnosis-.  The 
service  is  also  of  assistance  to  your  public  health  officials  in 
their  efforts  to  raise  the  standard  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  other 
foods. 

/Ambulance  Facilities 

The  provision  of  tho  ambulance  service  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  which  houses  one  ambulance  in 
the  tov/n,  and  by  arrangement  with  the  Council  office  accorxiodation 
is  provided  in  the  Municipal  Buildings  for  tho  staff  of  two 
drivers.  In  the  event  of  a  further  call  or  calls  being  received 
before  tho  ambulance  has  returned  from  a  previous  call,  arrangononts 
are  in  being  for  the  call  to  be  dealt  v/ith  by  other  authorities  in 
tho  area. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  infectious  diseases  ambulance 
station  serving  the  area  has  been  the  Mid-Sussex  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Hurstpierpoint  0  Under  the  provisions  of  the  ,/lmbulance  Scheme, 
general  purposes  ambulances  can,  if  necessary,  bo  used  for  tho 
conveyance  of  infectious  diseases  cases,  and  provision  is  xmade  for 
the  subsequent  disinfection  of  any  vehicle . 

The  East  Sussex  County  Council  provides  facilities  for  the 
transport  of  tuberculosis  patients. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

By  an  arrangement  made  by  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  25  of  tho  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  Seaford  and  District  Nursing  Association  carry  out  any 
necessary  home  nursing  in  the  district. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

Treatment  centres  have  been  provided  as  previously  and  an 
immunisation  clinic  has  been  hold  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  tho  Nurses’  Home,  15  Sutton  Road.  This  has  proved  very 
successful  and  was  v/ell  attended.  The  County  Council  is  responsible 
for  these  arrangements.

Measles 


Thirty-three  cases  of  neasles  were  notified  in  Seaford  during 
1950  0  All  of  the  cases  v/ere  of  a  nild  nature  and  made  complete 
an'^.  uneventful  recoveries «  The  number  notified  is  small  compared 
to  the  total  of  229  notified  in  the  district  during  1949 •  This 
is  only  to  be  expcctedj  as  the  disease  normally  runs  a  two  year 
cycle9  the  incidence  being  considerably  higher  every  second  year. 

Measles  mainly  affects  children  under  seven  years  of  age  and 
before  the  introduction  of  penicillin  and  the  sulpha  drugs 9  a 
fatal  attack  of  broncho-pneumonia  often  developed.  Since  the  use 
of  these  drugs  in  the  treatment  of  the  disease  became  general 9 
case  mortality  has  been  reduced  to  almost  negligible  proportions 
and  complications  such  as  middle-ear  disease  and  ophthalmia  have 
been  avoided.

The  high  rate  of  incidence,  distressing  symptoms  and  sometimes 
fatal  complications  of  this  disease  combine  to  make  it  one  of 
the  greatest  ^"angers  to  the  child  population  of  the  country. 


During  recent  years  extensive  investigations  have  been  under¬ 
taken  to  ascertain  the  efficacy  of  preventive  inoculation  in  the 
fight  against  this  malady.  Various  commercial  preparations  of 
antigen  have  been  submittedL  to  trial  and  some  thousands  of  children 
vaccinated  with  the  preparations  concerned.  Present  indications 
are  that  certain  of  the  preparations  are  of  definite  value  in 
reducing  the  risk  of  infection,  and  there  is  every  hope  that  in 

/due  course 
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due  course  whooping  cough  will  join  diphtheria  and  smallpox  in 
the  category  of  diseases  once  coiixion  but  now  rare  ov/ing  to  the

Pneumonia 

Five  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year  under 
reviev/B  none  of  which  were  sufficiently  serious  to  merit  admission 
to  hospital.  All  five  cases  made  uneventful  recoveries. 

Scarlet  Fever 


Four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  v.^ere  notified  in  the  Ur'^an  District 
during  19^0,  none  of  which  were  sufficiently  serious  to  merit 
admission  to  hospital.  For  a.  number  of  years  past  the  type  of 
scarlet  fever  prevalent  in  the  country  has  been  of  a  mild  nature 
but  it  does  not  necessarily;-  follow  that  this  happy  state  of  affairs 
will  continue.  In  the  past,  the  type  of  scarlet  fever  most  comnon 
at  a.ny  given  time  has  alternated  a  number  of  tines  between  mild 
and  severe.  It  may  be  that  the  country  is  coning  to  the  end  of  a 
period  during  which  the  milder  type  has  been  most  prevalent  andL 
that  the  more  severe  type  vrill  shortly  come  to  the  fore.  Even  if 
this  should  prove  to  be  the  case,  however,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
'cliG  prosent“day  methods  of  treatment  and  the  use  of  modern  drugs 
will  prevent  the  illness  from  being  as  dangerous  as  it  has  boon 
in  -the  past. 


Food  Pols oning 


The  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  ITovember,  1950. 

A  girl  aged  16  years  and  a  boy  aged  11  years  both  consumed  a  meal 
at  an  hotel  outside  this  urban  district  and  in  an  area  where  a 
number  of  cases  of  food  poisoning  had  recently  occurred.  The 
infection  was  caused  by  salmonella  typhlmurlum  and  was  confirmed 
by  bacteriological  examinations.  The  two  Seaford  cases  made 
unevontful  recoveries  and  no  other  cases  occurred,  in  the  private 
school. s  where  they  resided. 


Poliomyelitis  and  Polio-encephalitis 

One  case  of  poliomyelitis  an'-'’:  one  case  of  polio-encephalitis 
occurred  in  the  area  ""uring  1950«  The  case  of  poliomyelitis  was 
of  a  boy  aged  13  years  who  was  admitted  to  Nev/haven  Isolation 
hospital  on  the  3j"d  July,  1950,  and  was  later  ^"iagnosed  as  acute 
poliomyelitis.  This  patient  made  a  complete  recovery  and  was 
discharged  on  19th  July,  1950. 

The  second  case  was  of  a  -ran  aged  25  years,  who  was  admlt'ted 
to  Brighton  Goneral  liospital  at  the  end  of  November,  1950.^  This 
case  was  diaryiosed  as  acute  paralytic  polio-encephalitis  with 
paralysis  in'both  legs.  The  patient  is  making  a  slow  recovery. 
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General 

Seventy-four  cgsgs  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  in 
the  Urban  District  durin.;^  1950 9  none  of  which  resulted  in  a 
death.  This  nunbor  gives  a  low  incidence  rate  of  7 -.09  per  I5OOO 
populat  ion. 


It  is  intorosting  to  note  that  no  caso  of  diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  under  review.  One  case  of 
diphtheria  was  notified  but  the  diagnosis  was  later  found  to  be 
incorrect.  During  the  past  eight  years  only  three  cases  of 
diphtheria  were  notified 5  two  in  1945  an^'  one  in  194-6.  The  three 
cases  had  not  been  inmunised^  and  the  one  case  notified  in  1946 
had  contracted  the  disease  elsewhere  than  in  Seaford.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  has  arisen  as  a 
result  of  the  diphtheria  imunisation  canpaign  which  has  been 
carried  out  in’  tlae  district  and 9  indeed 9  throughout  the  whole 
country 9  since  1941 9  and  it  is  a  natter  for  congratulation  that 
the  reduction  in  infant  mortality  has  been  so  great,  djiy  slacken¬ 
ing  of  effort  on  the  part  of  those  concerned  v/ith  public  health 
¥0U9d9  however 9  almost  certainly  result  in  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  the  disease  and  the  number  of  deaths  arising

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SECTION  V 

TUBERCULOSIS 

In  195O9  Seaford  had  eleven  new  cases  of  pulnonary  tuberculosi* 
and  no  new  non- pulnonary  cases.  There  were  five  deaths  fron 
pulnonary  tuberculosis  and  none  fron  non-pulnonary  tuberculosis.

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population^  which  is  a  satisfactorily  low  figure 5  particularly  in 
viow  of  tho  difficult  conditions  prevailing  in  the  country  during 
the  war  and  post-war  periods c  Many  nedical  and  scientific  advances 
are  being  made  in  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  the  disease, 
particularly  in  its  prevention  by  the  use  of  an  imunising  vaccine 
knov/n  as  B.CcGo  and  its  treatment  by  the  use  of  para-aminosalicylic 
acid  (PAS)  in  conjunction  with  streptomycin 0  These  advances, 
however,  cannot  effect  an  overall  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases 
and  deaths  from  tuberculosis  unless  better  housing  conditions  and 
more  ample  supplies  of  wholesome  food  are  made  available  to  the 
population  as  a  whole* 

Over- crowded  and  unsuitable  accommodation  has  a  two-fold 
effect  in  that  cramped,  dark  or  damp  housing  space  with  insuffic¬ 
ient  circulation  of  air  is  in  itself  a  factor  of  some  importance 
in  reducing  the  standard  of  health  of  the  persons  inhabiting  the 
premises  to  a  level  at  which  the  disease  is  most  easily  contracted. 
In  addition,  if  a  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  introduced 
into  a  household  living  in  such  conditions,  the  cramped  quarters 
and  stagnant  air  greatly  facilitate  its  spread  to  other  persons 
in  the  house.  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired,  therefore,  that  housing 
restrictions  will  be  relaxed  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  in 
order  that  some  of  the  more  unsatisfactory  housing  accommodation 
in  the  Urban  District  and,  indeed,  throughout  the  country,  may  be 
demolished  and  better  and  more  hygienic  promises  erected  in  its 
place  c 


So  far  as  the  absence  or  restricted  supplies  of  certain  types 
of  food  is  concerned,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  average  person 
in  the  country  is  quite  well  nourished.  It  is  the  more  weakly 
individual  v/ho  suffers  from  the  fairly  frequent  shortages  of  such 
valuable  foods  as  fresh  eggs,  meat  and,  during  certain  months  of 
the  year,  milk.  /fUkhough,  when  a  case  of  tuberculosis  is  recognised, 
every  effort  is  made  to  provide  the  patient  with  an  ample  supply 
of  these  foods,  it  is  during  the  period  before  the  disease  has 
developed  v/hen  their  absence  has,  perhaps,  turned  the  scales 
against  him. 

Briefly,  it  is  better  by  far  to  keep  the  standard  of  health 
of  a  person  at  a  high  level  by  providing  him  with  satisfactory 
accoLimodation  and  ample  food  of  the  right  kind  than  to  allow 
tuberculosis  to  develop  through  the  lack  of  these  two  essentials 
and  then  to  patch  the  patient  up.

The  warn  and  equable  clinate  of  Seaford  is  such  that  it  benefits 
the  young 5  the  middle-aged  and  the  elderly 9  whether  they  are  suffer¬ 
ing  fron  certain  ailments 9  are  convalescent  or  are  merely  run  down 
and  .jaded c  The  temperature  is  moderate 9  although  there  is  usually 
abundant  sunshine »  In  some  years  the  total  number  of  hours  of  sun¬ 
shine  has  been  the  highest  recorded  in  the  British  Isles,  There 
is  a  small  variation  betv/een  day  and  night  temperatures  9  ensured 
by  the  humidity  of  the  sea  air  which  acts  as  a  screen  and  prevents 
the  rapid  cooling  of  the  ground.  This  humidity  is  agreeable  and 
tolerated  v/ell  by  even  the  most  delicate  invalid. 

The  well-known  Seaford  sea  breeze  provides  a  pure  and  invigora¬ 
ting  air*  In  the  day  time 5  the  warm  air  from  the  land  is  replaced 
by  the  pure  air  carried  by  the  cooling  wind  blown  off  the  seao  After 
sunset 9  the  land  bieezoj  lasting  for  the  greater  part  of  the  night, 
is  free  from  all  manner  of  dust  and  contamination  found  in  less 
well  favoured  seaside  resorts. 

The  combination  of  moderate  temperature,  agreeable  humiidity, 
pure  and  healthy  sea  breeze,  and  ample  sunshine  makes  Seaford  a 
very  pleasant  town  for  tho  invalid,  the  convalescent  and  the 
fatigued  in  which  to  regain  health  and  strength.  Residence  in 
Seaford  generally  adds  to  the  span  of  life.  The  tov/n  is  not  too 
sheltered  by  trees,  the  site  is  dry  as  it  is  built  on  chalk  and 
flint.  The  rainfall  is  light. 

Children  and  adults  suffering  from  anaemia  and  weakness 
following  operations  benefit  by  convalescing  in  Seaford,  Those 
suffering  from  bronchitis,  characterised  by  cough  and  abundant 

/expectoration.
